N the $th of the 4th month, 1659. in the afrer-part of the 
Jays in travelling berwixe Newport on Read. Iſtand, and 
the houſe of Daniel Gold on the ſame /ſland, with my dear 
Brotber Cbriſtopber Holder; The Word of the Lord, came 
expreſly unto me, which did fill me immediately with Life and 
Power,and heavenly Love, by which he conſtrained me,and come 
manded me to paſs to Beos, my life to lay down into his Will, 
for the accompliſhing his Service that he had there to perform 
at the day appointed. To which heavenly Voice I prefently yielded 
obedience, not queſtioning the Lord how he would bring the thing 
to paſs,being I was a Child; and obedience was commanded of me 
by the Lord, who filled me with living ſtrengtb and power from 
his heavenly preſence, which at that time did mightily over-ſhad- 
dow me, and my Life did ſay Amen to what the Lord required of 
me, and had commanded me to do, andViillingly was I given up 
from that time to this day, the will of the Lord God to do and to 
perform, vhatevet become of my body: for the Lord hath ſaid un- 
to me, My Soul (hall reſt in eternal Peace, and my Life ſhall en- 
ter into Reſt for being obedient to the God of my Life; I being a 
Child, and durſt not queſtion the Lord in the leaſt, but rather wil- 
ling to lay down my life than to bring diſhonour to the Lord; 
and as the Lord made me willing, dealing kindly with me, as a 
tender Father doth towards a faithful Child whom he deaily loves, 
ſo did the Lord deal with me, in miniſtring his Life unto me, which 
gave and giveth me ſuength to perform nat the Loid tequited of

me, and ſtill as I did and do ſtand in need, he miniſtred and mini-

Friencs, the God of my 
Life, and the God of the whole Earth did lay this thing upon me, 
for which I now ſuffer bonds near unto death ; He by bis Almigh- 
ty. Power and everlaſting Love, conſtrained me and laid this thing 
upon me, and truly I could not deny the Lord, much leſs reſiſt the 
Holy One of 1ſr«e/. Tnerefore all People who are ignorant of 
the motion of the Lord in the inward parts, be not haſty in judg. 
ing in this matter, before you hear the truth of the matter, 
left you ſpeak evil of the 1hings you know not: for of a truth the 
Lord God of the whole Earth commanded me by his Spirit, and 
ſpoke uato me by his Son, whom he bath made [Heir of all things, 
ar d in his Life I live, and io it I ſhall depart this earthy tabernacle, 
if unmerciful men be {uffered to take ir from me; and herein I te- 
joyce that the Lord is with me, the Ancient of dayes, the Life of 
the ſuffering Seed, for Which I am freely given up, and ſingly do I 
ſend in the will of God; for me to live is Chrift, but to die is 
ain: And truly, I bye a great deſire and will to die herein, 
— that the Lord is with me, whatever ignorant men ſhall be 
able to ſay againſt me, for the witneſs of the Spitit I have recei- 
ved, and the preſence of the Lord and his heavenly Life, who 
hath accounted me worthy, and called me hereunto, to bear my 
Teſtimony againſt ungodly ind unrighteous men, who ſeek to take 
away the life of the Upright without a cauſe, as the Rule:s of the 
Meaſſathuſts Bay doth 1otend, if the Lord ſtop them not from their 
untighteous intent.

whole Earth, that we continue among you g and that we came to 

this Town of Been again in obedience to the Lord, the Creator 

of Heaven and Earth, in whoſe hand your breath is, and will ye A 
put us to death for obeying the Lord God of the whole Earth ? 

Well, if yau do this act, and put vs to death, know this, and be it 

known unto you all, ye Rulers and People within this JuriſdiQion, 

whoſoever hath 2 hand herein, will be guilty of inaocent blcud,. 

not only upon your ſelves will you bring innocent bloud, but u "Lo 

on this Town and the Inhabitants thereof, and elſewhere within 

your Juriſdiction that bath the leaſt hand herein; therefore be 

ioſtructed ye Rulers of this Land, and take warning betimes, 

learn wiſdom before it be hid from your eyes ; And know this, 

you put us to death, the Lord will ariſe in bis fierce wrath agaioſt: 

you, ye Rulers in this Land, ye ſhall not eſcape the jadgments of - 

the God of Iſrael, who will conſume you root and branch if you 

put us to death, |

William Robinſon, « faithful Martyr, who war baniſhed upon pain: 
of Death, and robbed and tortured with cruel Whipping, and = wo 
wards Condemned to die with bis fellow Sufferers, Marmaduke 
Stephenſon ad Mary Dier, who, all three, hand in hand like 
i necent Lamb; were led away, with the Souldeers guarding, and 
the Drums beating ( thet the Prople might not bear them 7 4 ) 
to the place of Execution ; where, by the Priefis, Rulers, and Pro- 
feſſers they were cruelly murdered for the Word of God, and the 
1 eſti ny of Feſwsa : Two dayes before their death, this Salutation 
of b Love to bu fellow Priſoners, proceeded from bim as followath - - 


M dear Brethren and Siſters, to whom my love abounds, 1 
im filled with pure love unto you all,dear Limbs, feel ir in 
your own lives, and receive it into your own hearts as new ©) 1 , 
for truly the fear of the Lord is our Rrength, and the bleſſing of the 
Lord is our portion, which the Lord doth daily give unto us, 


bleſſed be his Name for ever. Oh! let us all keepin 3

and Holineſs, and Meekneſs, and tender Lave one towards ano- 
' ther, which is the Szal- and Witneſs that the Lord is wich us; 
where the Lord forever keep us ſtaid on bim to receive our daily 
bread, which ſatisfieth the hungry Soul. Dear Friends, Brethren 
and Siſters, this I am conlirained to let you know how mightily 
the Love of the Lord our God abounds in my heart, and from my 
Life towards you all; it runs forth as a living ſtream, refreſhing 
the Spiric and Life within us all, and every one as you feel it, and 
accordi : g to your meaſures receive it into your hearts, to the te- 
freſhing' and irengthning of one another.- Dear Lambs, I was 
the firft that the Lord God our heavenly Father did lay this thing 
upon, for which I now ſuffer bonds near to death, from the firit 
day until now, the weight of the thing was laid upon me from the 
Lord God, in obedience to his holy Will and Command, I gave 
up, in Which obedience the Arm and Power of the Lord bath been 
and js with me to this day, and the thing which the Lord hath ſaid 
unto me from the beginning of it to this day, which ſtill remains 
with me, that my Life muſt accompliſh the thing, and by it muſt 
the powers of Darkneſs fall, and yet will they feek and labour to 
take it from me, and through much difficulty and buſtling will 
they be ſuffered, to the glory of our God, and to the rejoycing of 
the Elect. So my dear Brethren and Siſters, my Love and Life 
feel in your own hearts, for I am full unto you all in Heavenly 
Love, and my Life is ever with you; the Lord for ever kee p us all 
as we are now, to the glory of his Name, Amer, This was I mo- 
ved to write unto you all, my deat Brethren and Siſters, my fellow 
"Priſoners, that have any part or do partake with me bereip. 
Your dear Brother, in Holy and Heavenly Joy, and true Love

William Leddra, the loft of the Four Martyrs that were murdered 
is Boſton : Hefor the Truths ſake was Priſoner under the bands - 
of the cruel Profeſſors of New-Plimouth near a year, to the 
admiration of tender People in 4 very open Priſon, where be lay, 
in an exiream cold Winter without any fire, by which be might 
have been frozen to death, bad not the Lord upheld: He after- 
. ' wards conging to Boſton n New-Englangy where for being called 
& Quaker, be was by Prieſts aud Rulers tern and tortured with 
cruel Whipping, and baniſhed on pain of Death, and kept cloſe Pri- 
ſoner almeſt a year, ſaſt chained to 4 Logg of Timber, from the 
hour of bu commy into Priſon, til the very moment they led bim 
forth to be murdered ; and when they called bim before the Jud 4. 
ment Seat to receive the — Death, the cruel Jaylor who 
4s would drag him by the hair of the head, ſometiave lead bie along 
through part of the Town, who in the ſilent Lamo-like patience 
followed him in Chains, bearing the Logg into their Tudgment= 
Hall; thu Lamb of Feſau the very day _ the Priefts, Ralerr, 
to al the Faithful,this 


and Profeſſors murdered bim, gave fort 
enſuing Teſtimony for the Lord,

OR dear and inwardly beloved, The (veet influence of the 
Morning Star, like a Floud, diflilling into my innocent 
tHaoiation, hath ſo filled me with the joy of the Lord in the beau- 
ty of Holin:ſ*, that my Spitit is 28 if ic did notinbabir a Taber- 
pacle of Clay, but is wholly ſwallowed up in the boſom of E- 
ternity from whence it hat its being; Alas, alas, what can the 
wra:h and ſpirit of man that luſteth to Envy, aggravated by the 
heat and firengih of the King of the Locuſts which came out of 
the Pit, do unto one that is hid in the Secret place of the Al- 
mighty, or unto them that are gathered under the bealing winge 
of the Prince of Peace, under whoſe Armour of Life they ſhall 
be able to ltand in the day of tryal, having on the Bresſtplate of 
Righteouſneſs, and the Svord of the Spitit, which is their wea- 
pb of War again Svici:ual Wickedneſs, Principalities, and 
B Powers, .

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Powers, and the Rulers of the Darkneſs of this World, both 
within and without? Ob! my beloved, I tave waited as a Dove 
at the window of the Ark, and have Rood (ill in that Watch, 


which the Maftes of the Houſe did at his coming (without whom 
I could do nothing) reward with the fulpeſs of bis Love, wherein 
my beazt did tejoyce, that I might in the Love 2nd Life of Gcd, 
ſpeak a few wcrds unto you, ſealed with the Spiric of Promiſe, 
that the tafle theteof might be 1 ſavour of Life to your life, and 
2 wi any you % my innocent death. And af I had been 
alrogether filent, and the Lord had not opened my mouth unto 
you, yet he would have opened your hearts, and there heve ſealed 
my Innocency wich the ſizeams of Life, by which we are baptized 
ivto that body which is in God, with whom and in whoſe Pre- 
ſence there is Life, in which as you abide, you ſtand upon the 
pillar and ground of Trath ; for the Life being the Truth, and 


' the Way, go not one Rep without it, leſt you ſhould compais a 


Movuntzin of (io in the Wilderneſs: For unto every thing there 
is a ſeaſov, ar the flowing of the Ocean doth fill every Creek 
and Branch thereof, and then retires again towards its own be- 
ig and fulne(s, and leaves a ſavour bebind it; Sodoth the Life 

Virtue of God flow into every one of your hearts, whom he 
bath made partaker of bis Divine Nature; and when it with- 
draws but à little, it leaves a ſweet ſavour behind it, that many 
can ſay, they arc made clean through the Word that he hath ſpa- 
ken to them, in which innocent condition you may ſee what you 
ate in the Preſence of God, and what you are without him. 
Therefore, my dear hearts, let the injoyment of the Life alone 


be your Hope, your Joy, and Conſolation ; and let the Man of 


God flee thofe things that would lead the Mind out of the Crols, 
for then the ſavour of Life will be buried; And although that 
ſome may ſpeak of chiogs that they received in the Life (as ex- 
prom) yet the Life being vailed, and the ſavour that it left 
hind, waſhed away by the freſh flouds of Temptations ; the 
Condition that they did injoy in the Life, boaſted of by the Aiery 
ching, will be but as the Manna that was gathered yeſterday,with- 
out <ither ſcent or ſavour: for it was only well with the Man while 

be was in the Life of Innocency ; but being driven from the 
Preſence of the Lord into the Barth, what can he boaſt of > And 
although 


than I can ſay, yet for the Love and Zzal that I bear to the 
T:uth and Honour of God, and the tender Deſites of my Soul to 
thoſe that are young, that they might read me in that from which 
I write, to trengihen them againſi che Wiles of the ſubtile Ser- 
pot that b:guiled Eve ; I (ay, ſtand in the Watch within, in the 


fear of the Lord, which is the very entrance of Wiſdom, and the 


fare where you are ready to receive the ſectets of the Lard ; hun- 
ger and thirſt patiently, be not weary, neither doubt; Rand Riil!, 
and ceaſe from thy own working, und in due time thou ſhalt 


enter into thy Reſt, and thy Eyes (hall behold thy Salvation, 


whoſe Teſtimonies are ſure and righteous altogether ; let them 
be as a (cal upon thy arm, and as jewels about thy neck, that o- 
thers may ſee what the Lord hath done for your Souls, confeſs 
him before men, yea, before the greateſt of his enemies, feat not 
what they can do toycu ; greater is He that is ig you,than be that 
is in the World; for He will cloath you witlf Huaulity, and in 
the power of his Meckneſs you ſhall reign over all the rage of 
your Enemies in the favour of God, wherein 2s you ſtand in 
Faith, ye are the Salt of the Exrth ; for miny ſeeing your good 
works may glorifie God in the day of their viſu ation. Take heed 
of receiving that Which you ſaw not in your Life, leſt you give 
eit to the Enemy; bring all to the Life, that they may be p:oved 
whether they are wrought in Cod. The love of the World, the 
JuR of the Fleſh, the luſt of the Eye, is without the Light, in the 
World ; therefore pofleſs your Veſſels in all Sanctification and 
Honcur, and let your Eye look at the mark, He that bath called 
you, who is Holy; And if there be an eye that <ffeods, pluck it 
out, and caſtit from you; let not the Temptation take hold, for 
if you do, it will keep from the favour of God, and that will be 
a ſad Rate; for without Grice poſſeſs it, there is no aſſurance of 
Salvation: By Grace you are ſaved, and the witneſſing cf it is 
ſufficient for you; To which I commend you all,my deat Friends, 
and in it remain, Tr ... .
